Applicant's attorney emphasizes that the functionality of the warning statement being on the claimed heat shrink 
plastic cover is patentable over the applied prior art (US 6,385,878 to Key). 

The examiner maintains that the plastic cover 100 disclosed in the Key reference includes such warning statement. 

The examiner suggests an incooperation of additional features of the plastic cover that appear to help the claimed 
invention distinguished over the art of record such as: being tubular, being transparent, being confugured to 
substantially cover the container including a portion of the bottom of the container and a portion of the closure of the 
container, and the perforation line being configured for a complete removal of the entire heat-shrink plastic cover from 
the container. 

However, an amendment after final that raises new issues will not be entered as a matter of right since the 
prosecution has been closed.
